A sailor beUuipinpf to a Cliinaso vessel 


lying at Spitbead, lin^land, died recently, 
and was bur-tad in tho cemetery thtro, 
After tho cotlin had boon lowered, four 
sailors, who occupied a position at the 
Coot of! tho grave, produced in succession 
a tin pail, a pureol ol! matches, a number 
of i'a^ots nnd various pieces of brown 
pnpor. A firo having bot-n Jcindlod, out o( 
the pail wore brought forth soveral plates, 
which were disposed round tho fire, n 
lump of pork, various pieces of meat, u 
f ow OK£S aud a quantity of $alt and sand. 
These, having boon divided into lives, 
wero cooked and placed on theplntos, and 
on the consummation oC tho sncritlco thoy 
woro all gathered together and returned 
to tho pail.
